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TRUSTEES’ REPORT. 


To His Excellency Lucius FAIRCHILD, 


Governor of Wisconsin : 


In behalf of the Board of Trustees of the ‘Soldiers’ Orphans’ 
Home," we herewith respectfully present the Third Annual Eeport 
of said Institution. 

There was appropriated by the last legislature; for. payment of 
current expenses of the ‘ Home,” the sum of .Forty Thousand Dol- 
lars, for the year 1868. About five thousand dollars. of that amount 
was expended i in payment of arrearages due at the commencement of 
the year. The remainder of the appropriation. will not be sufficient 
-to pay the entire expenses for the year. For information i in regard 
to the receipts and expenditures for the fiscal year, we refer to the 
financial statement of the Superintendent, which shows an itemized 
account of all expenditures. We also call attention to the full and 
able report of the Superintendent in regard to other matters of in- 
terest connected with the management of the Institution. In:the 
discharge of our duty as guardians of this trust, we haye earnestly 
endeavored to characterize’ our management ag strictly economical, - 
and yet’ to inaintain the honor of our State by making the ** Home? 
an institution which, in its comforts and educational advantages, 
wil compare favorably with “similar: institutions in our own and 
other States, and to redeem in some measure, the:obligations.we are 
under to its helpless inmates. js 

In our opinion there is no institution of our State regarded with 
more interest by the people, or which receives their sympathy and 
cheerfal support so fully and universally as this asylum of our ‘de- 
ceased soldiers’ children, We havé, therefore, felt warranted by 
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public opinion, in providing all the comforts and advantages at com- 
mand out of our limited means. We feel that in justice we could 
not have done less, we regret that our means have not enabled us 
to do more. - ~“ ' E. 

Mr. B,.F. Brewer, who occupied the position of Superintendent 
at the date-of our last report, on aocount of continued ill-health, re-- 
signed; his position, which resignation took effsct J anuary 1, 1868. 
The Board -of Trustees filled the vacancy by the’ appointment of 
Rev. I. N. Cundall, of Fond du Lac county. His long and favora- 
" ble connection with the educational interests of our State, and his 
high standing as a citizen, seemed to point him out as the proper 
person.to fill this dificult and responsible position, and we think 
the present condition and management of the Institution, warrants 
the opinion that the officers and teachers are ONSE abe re- 
spective duties with earnestness and fidelity. 

The legislature at its last session, ud the gum of twelve 
thousand dollars for the erection of a school building. The Board 
of Trustees appoiated Col S. V, Shipman architect of the building, 
and after advertising for proposals, let the contract for the building 
to Messrs. Sorrenson & Fredwickson, of Madison. : 

The building is approaching ccmpletion, and will be ready for 

occupancy about.the first of December. The building in its design, 
materials and workmanship, is a first class school building, and does, 
credit to the liberality of the State. The contractors, by the thor-. 
ough and prompt manner in which they have executed the work, 
and by their honorable and gentlemanly manner of dealing, are en- 
titled to the thanks and commendation of the Board The sanitary 
condition of the ** Home ” has been much improved, very little sick- 
ness having cccurred during the past year. For particulars in this 
regard we refer to the accompanying report of the Physician. The 
number of inmates during the past year has averaged nearly three 
hundred, a number in excess of the capacity of the Institution to 
accommodate in a suitable manner, and still the Executive Commit- 
tee have on hand a large number of applications for admission, and 
many of them appear to be cases of urgent necessity. Upon the 
removal of the schools to the new building much additional room 
will be afforded and the capatity of the Institution will be consid- 
erable increased. But before that additional room pan be made 
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available, repairs and alterations in the old building, as well as ton~ 
siderable additional furniture will be required. For the purpose of 
repairing the old building, and for the necessary amount of furniture 
and bedding, to accommodate fifty additional pupils, and for the 
necessary furniture and fixtures for the new sehool building we 
recommend an appropriation of five thousand dollars, to be expended 
under direction of the Exeouiive Committee. For current expenses 
for the year 1869 we recommend an appropriation of forty-five 
thousand dollars, believing that sum to be the smallest amount, 
adequate for providing for theabsolute necossities of the Institu+ 
tion. We feel well assured that the patriotic people of Wisconsin 
will never consent that the work of caring for the helpless orphans 
of their deceased heroes, sliall be neglected, or that the means for 
their comfortable support and proper training shall te withheld. 
All of which is respectfaily submitted.

T'o the Trustees of the Soldiers’ Orphans’ Home. 


GENTLEMEN :—In presenting you with this my second report as 
superintendent of the Soldiers’ Orphans’ Home for a part of the yea, 
1867, I labor under no small danger of embarrassment, having 
ceased my connection with the institution on the first day of Jan- 
uary, 1868. I suffered from epilepsy, but supposed I had entirely 
recovered three years prior to entering upon this arderous but most 
pleasant duty. I soon found my health began to give way under the 
pressure and friction that must necessarily attend an institution of 
thiskind. My friends and physicians, as well as others were con- 
sulted and through their advise I resigned, 

We still have abondent reason for rendering thanks to Him who 
not only directs the destin œs of nations, but without whose notice 
not a sparrow falls to the g.ound, for his watehful caro over the 
the interests of the inmates of the Home. There has not been 
a death in the Home since I came.in charge. There has been a few 
eases of severe sickness, but I am happy to state that the general 
health of the children is better than at my last report. 

Let me here return my thanks to the citizens of Madison for their 
hearty cooperation. If the Home has been a success under my man- 
agement, the credit is not due to me alone, but I am under the 
greater obligations to the under officers and employees of the in- 
stitution as we!l as to the citizens of Madison. 

sL cannot say tos much for the faithfulness of Mr. Giles G. Barto, 
night watch, and John Walter, .the engineer., ever ready, iat all 
hours of the day or night, to perform any duty required of them. I 
would.not forget the faithfulness of Miss Keith, the housekeeper, 
Miss MeElhenry and Miss , who had charge of the boys 
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clothing, Miss Fountain, who faithfully attended to the cutting, fit- 
ting and mending of the girls clothing, and Mrs. Dunn, who did the 
cooking to the satisfaction ofall, The teachers, Miss C. M. Hiles, 
Miss Abbie J. Riddle, Miss Eunice Wellman and Miss Lilly J. 
Robiuson, whose worth I have learned toa ppreciate by their fre- 
quent consultations and advice. 

There have been no changes since my lastreport The Sabbath 
school, which is still one of the pleasantest affairs of the whole rou- 
tine of our duties, is still under the management of Wm. H. Smith 
and Mr. Down. 

The following persons will assis accept our thanks for their 
special efforts made in not only securing presents, but arranging and 
presenting them to the children on Christmas eve: Mr. and Mrs. 
Wm. E. Smith, Dr. Moody and wife, Mrs. Flower. and Mr. Lower, 
and others, whose names T ‘cannot now recall. No one can get any 
conception of the pleasure and happiness bestowed upon these 
worthy children by the presentation of these Christmas gifts but 
an eye ‘witness.

Notwithstanding'the notice published to the State by the Board; 
at the opening of the year, saying “The Home is full, and no more 
children ‘can be received at present," applications for admission of 
children have continued to come in. Some of these disclose ex- 
treme destitution at home, and appeal to every sentiment of 
humanity for relief. Ail these letters are but so many proofs, of the 
wide-spread desolation of homes, sacrafieing of lives, the blasting of 
domestic hopes and domestic bliss, the blighting of prospects for 
training of children for usefnlness, the depriving of eventhe means 
of subsistence, while a gloom has settled over life,of which our land 
is full. These still lie filed away, excepting here and/there an extreme 
case which some change has enabled you to relieve. New applica- ' 
tions are presented every week. There are few keener pangs which 
dart through the heart of a mother, than that, when her offspring 
asks for bread and she has no bread to give it. It should be'a libel" 
onour noble state that the widow of any soldier has felt such 
pangs. Itis hard to deny some applications, but we have had no 
room for more children, 

The number connected with the home at the T of the year 
was 287. The utmost capacity of the Home, on any sanitary con- 
siderations, cannot exceed 250. The opening of the new school 
‘building, now approaching completion, -will increase the capacity of 
the institution to 300; by’ allowiig the roomg'now occupied by the 
sSelipol& to be used for dormitory purposes. "Phe sppliostions:pze- 
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sented with this report far exceed our prospective increased accom, 
modations. Doubtless, new children will continue to knock at our 
doors as the character and design of the institution become known. 

Of some of these children, not only has the father been lost in 
the war, but the mother, too, is gone. A little child, with both 
parents dead, with absolutely no property, and thus thrown upon 
the world, is an object of common charity and «ommon pity. If 
Soldiers’ children they ought not to apply here invain, from lack of 
provision for their care. 

Of those who have mothers living, the larger number would be 
separated from them if they could not be. here. The 
mothers, dependent on their own exertions, can find employment 1f 
their children can be cared for, but a woman accompanied by a small 
child inquires long for a place. And in cases where the mothers, 
from strength of ties of maternal affection, too sacred to be disre- 
garded, struggles to keep her little ones together, the children, neg- 
lected in education, must life-long bear the marks of the sad loss 
which so early befell them. ae: 

I am always pleased to hear the children and their 
friends speak of this place as the ** Soldiers’ Orphans’ School," 
as if its great object were, while it gives protection, food 
and clothing, to train by physical, social, mental, and moral culture, 
for the great battle of life which their Fathers fought so bravely, so 
successfully and so well.’ That here and there a child may be un- 
grateful, or a single mother misjudge, is not strange. The general 
tone and spirit of the children and of their mothers who visit them, 
and as evinced in letters constantly received, is that of tenderness 

and deepest gratitude. The children are very affectionate, easily 
reached, and readily influenced. They are tractable in management 
and orderly in their deportment. No one can stay here who has a 
heart, and a will, and not soon find full scope given to his finer feel- 
ings and his most earnest energies, from the tender spirit and affec- 
tion with which labor is received and rewarded. Work here gets in 
this life its one hundred fold. 

Except from coughs and golds the year has been remarkably . 
healthy. ^ Our sick rooms have been almost-vacant for months to- 
gether. They are now vacant. Two deaths occured early in the year.. 
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Frances Smith died of brain fever after three day’s illness, Little 
Pennie Thompson, whose case attracted the sympathy of all visitors, ` 
died from the effects of the fall received a year previous. The ten- 
der and faithful care given in this an case by the aged nurse 
deserves special commendation. 

The first endeavor of this Institution has been to be clean, 
and the second to keep clean. With so large a number of children, 
and so many so young, (the average age being less than nine 
years,) to secure and preserve in all a creditable degree 
of cleanliness is no light task; nor is housekeeping .on so 
large a scale, void of its peculiar demands in this regard. Clean 
children behave best. Filthy premises breed ill-nature. The 
children have been uniformly furnished with a suitable quantity of 
wholesome food, always of the best quality. The dining-room table 
managers are not allowed to excuse tables while any child's appe. 
tite is not satisfied. Probably the regularity of meals has much to 
do with the general health of the children. The clothing of the 
children is substantial and of good quality. The boys wear heavy 
western grays in winter, and linseys or linen checks in summer, 
with Scotch caps for dress, and military forage caps for undress, 
wear. All the children are furnished with No. 1, buff Balmoral 
shoes and warm Troy hose. The girls are dressed in winter in flan- 
nel checks and in summer in Scotch ginghams; these being in the 
opinion of the Matron more economical than prints. The children 
having no broad acres for play grounds, but shut in on a few rods 
of ground, devoid of grass, the wear and tear of clothing is much 
greater than it otherwise would be. On this account, of domestic 
goods. the heaviest made are uniformly purchased. 

The boys’ clothing is all cut in the building and sent out in 
bundles, marked and numbered, to be made up. The girls’ dresses 
are cut and fitted away, on account of want of sewing room here. 
The former department has been in charge of MissM. E , Melllhenry, 
who now leaves, Miss N. Horton, of Lancaster, taking her place. 
The latter has been and is in charge of Mrs. C. E, Fountain. Both 
departments have been efficiently and economically managed. 

The schools have been continued in four departments, but some 
modification has been made in the grading. The children were 
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found to be classed in advance of their attainments. It has been. 
our endeavor in education to do thoroughly what we have attempted. 
The use of the pencil and pen has been encouraged and required on 
the part of all. Little children learn to write and to read script as 
readily as they learn to print and read printed words, and they be- 
come excessively fond of it. Until the close of ee Summer term 
the schools were taught as follows :

The children, all who are able, are required to write to their friends 
on the first Monday of each month. Materials are furnished them 
for this purpose. The teachers write for those who cannot write 
themselves. On the same day the children whose friends live in the 
vicinity are allowed to yisit them. They are not allowed to go 
home at other times, as frequeut interruptions interfere with their 
progress in school. The children are organized into divisions. 
They do their own dormitory work. They are useful in the ironing 
room, the kitchen, and many other parts of the Institution. 

They are taught sewing to some extent, and will be organized in 
regular sewing classes, as soon as the opening of the new building 
gives room in the one now occupied for this purpose. The boys 
have charge of the preparation of fuel, the care of fires, the yards, 
&e. The boys might be usefully employed in raising root crops and 
green vegetables, had we land for the purpose; and I ask you to 
consider the propriety of leasing a parcel of land for a term of years, 
for this purpose. Still, the time now left the children for freedom is 
not large, when we consider that the first object of the Institution 
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is education, and that school and school duties occupy a large share 
of their time. Lessons regarding the common relations and com- 
mon duties of life are constantly taught, The children need no in- 
euleation ofa spirit of patriotism. They seem to have inherited 
. that. They are proud of the example of their fathers, and eager to 
follow if. 
.. The children attend church on the Sabbath at such places ag 
their friends designate. Services are held here a part of the time. 
A weekly devotional exereise is held with the children by the Matron. 

A Sunday school is held in our chapel each Sabbath afternoon, 
at half-past three o’clock, in charge of State Treasurer, Hon. Wm. 
Ei. Smith, as Superintendent, and Lieut. Downs, of the State Uni- 
versity, as Assistant. All the churches in the city are represented 
among the teachers. The children are evidently in the midst of the 
best of friends. The Sunday school is largely visited, and has the 
deep sympathies and faithful care of the best elements of society 
here. The Superintendent and his Associate, with Mr. W. P. 
Towers, the teacher in sacred music, deserve special thanks. They 
certainly have the gratitude of all the children, who are ardently 
attached to them and feel that they have no truer friends — As will 
be seen by the detailed financial statement appended, I have re- 
ceived from Jan. 1st, 1668, to Sept. 30th, 1868, $32,904 05, and 
have paid out during the same time, $32,852.04. Balance in the 
treasury, $52.01. 

Of the above amount paid out, five thousand della was paid to 
balance bills outstanding at the commencement of the calender year. 

The most rigid economy has been practiced in every department 
of the Home. The Institution could hardly have been operated at 
a less cost. 

Average number of children present, 275. Total expense per 
child, for the fiscal year, $143.68. 

This Institution ought not to be, and ought not to be regarded 
as being, a Poor House for Orphans, but as a Home ror THE ÔR- 
PHANS or SOLDIERS. Jt should be pervaded with the spirit of a 
home, and surrounded by the comforts of a home. To accomplish 
this, will require an increased outlay per child, while the aggregate 
amount required will be farther increased over last year, by the in” 
crease of the capacity of the Home. 
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Tt is necessary to state that the number of helpers now employed 
is insufficient for the amount of labor required, that is, if the work 
is to be well done. Our oldest, most faithful, and best employees 
are giving out from overwork. The self-sacrifice of some of these, 
on behalf these children, is worthy of special praise. 

I wish to call attention to the fact that a number of the floors of 
the building including the larger rooms will have to be re-laid at 
once. The rooms to be converted into dormitories will require to be 
furnished with bedsteads, beds and bedding, while the old dormito- 
ries need re-fitting. Most of the bedding remaining is what came 
from the Hospital, and is, much of it, unfit for use. The rooms oc- 
oupied by the dormitory women should -be enlarged and taken for 
sewing rooms, and rooms provided for the dormitory women on the 
side next the bath rooms. A new fence will need to be constructed 
on three sides of the grounds, as the present one is decayed past 
working over. The walks will also be, without doubt, ordered re- 
laid on the opening of Spring. The whole front walk of 40 rods, is 
badly decayed, and, in places, dangerous. A new street gas-light is 
also needed opposite the new building, for special purposes. : 

I wish to call your attention to the urgent demand for profitable 
reading for the children. We need, and need sadly, a Library of 
Good Books. Suchan one would do the best of service here. The . 
few books and periodicals which come within the reach of the chil- — 
dren are read incessantly until there is nothing left of them, and 
then, the children will repeat the contents of the old books to each 
other, in groups, for past-time. 

I beg you to ask the legislature for an early special appropriation 
of five hundred dollars for the purchase of a library of children’s 
literature, and a provision for one hundred and twenty-five dollars 
annually for its replenishment and for the procurement of children’s 
periodicals. J know of no direction in which the same amount of 
money will do so much good. 

With the exception of a package of books as a Christmas present, 
through Mrs. Wm. E. Smith, and to the children, a specially accep- 
table donation of four copies of * The Young Folks," from H. M. 
Page, Esq., both of which we gratefully acknowledge, the children 
have been almost entirely destitute of book or periodical reading 
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matter; and this, while, in the midst of a city and crowded into a 
small ‘space, they are deprived of many modes of entertainment 
whieh other children enjoy. 

It gives, me pleasure to acknowledge the receipt of a generous 
donation for the children of the Home, from the citizens of La 
Crosse. : 

We have received a valuable lot of School Records from Adams, 
Blackmar & Lyon, Chicago, for which we return thanks. We are 
under obligations to Capt. Barnes, for numerous-excursions given by 
him to the children, in his steamers on lake Monona; to the Livery 
men for rides, in the Summer, and to the Soldiers’ Association for 
special entertainments.

I wish the consideration of the Board in relation to visitors to the 
Home. Our buildings are crowded—every bed in the Institution 
is regularly occupied. Visitors are not aware of the inconvenience 
to which we are subjected. We have no rooms which can be given 
to visitors, and, the only recourse has been to allow them to share 
the dormitories with the children. This is aot as it should be. 
Rooms should be provided for the friends of the children and well 
furnished, But atl visits here should be short. The time should be 
spent in the reception rooms, which are expressly devoted to visitors: 
It is desirable that the Institution be entirely closed on the Sabbath’ 
and with your sanction I wish to make this regulation. 

Now, from visiting, confusion and running over the buildings, 
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Sunday is the hardest day of the week. Our helpers are, without 
exception, over-worked. They need the Sabbath as a day of rest. 
They have a right to it and ought to have it. The children need to 
- he trained to ideas of respect and reverence for the Christian Sab- 
bath, by example as well as by precept. 

It gives great pleasure to notice the deep interest betokened as 
existing in all parts of the state, in the work attempted by the 
state for the children of our fallen braves. ALL HONOR TO THE 
MEMORY OF THE FATHERS OF THESE CHILDREN. 

The work wo do for these fatherless ones must be done goon. It 
cannot be done too thoroughly.
